DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to an Amendment filed on 8/14/2009. Claims 1-23 are pending. 
Claims 1 and 2 being independent. Claims 1, 2, 8-10 are amended. Claims 15-23 are cancelled. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 1 (and claims 2-14 which further depend), the prior 
art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed limitations in combination, namely a control 
circuit configured to limit data writing of the memory circuit so that data is written to the 
memory circuit only once. 

The prior art made of record and considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure: US Pre- 
Grant Publication 2003/0183699 Al to Masui. 

Masui teaches an RFID tag with ferroelectric capacitors, but does not teach a control 
circuit configured to limit data writing of the memory circuit so that data is written to the 
memory circuit only once.
